REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE DERRY 
“ghee PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


The Trustees of the Derry Public Library submit the fol- 
lowing report for the years 1907-8, including those of the 
Librarian and Treasurer. From those reports it is evident 
that in some measure, the library is supplying a much needed 
factor in the development of the educational and literary tastes 
and habits of our community, and those who enjoy its priv- 
ileges can hardly fail to appreciate the spirit of philanthropy 
and generosity that made them possible. 

Each year those privileges are enjoyed by a larger num- 
ber of our people, the past 12 months adding about 12 per 
cent to the circulation of books, while the reading room is 
well patronized by botn sexes and all ages. It is especially 
pleasing to see so many young men and boys sitting at our 
tables. The trustees have tried to make the best possible use 
of the funds given them. Assuming that we are expected to 
purchase such additional furnishings as may be required, from 
time to time from the annual appropriations from the town, — 
we have expended eighty dollars for book-cases and a card 
catalogue case which reduced the sum available for procuring 
new books. Another considerable expense was incurred in 
the purchase of the New International Encyclopedia but that 
the money was wisely expended, we think all who may have 
occasion to consult it will agree. 
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With the constant increase in the number of patrons — 


comes a corresponding demand for more books to meet their 
requirements. It is doubtful if there is another library in the 
state that has issued so many cards with so few books from 
-which the holders can make their selections as ours. It is 
theretore apparent that for some time it will require liberal 
financial support if it is to meet the demands made upon it. 


As will be seen by the Librarian’s report, the fiction de-— 


partment is by far the most largely patronized but probably 
not more so than in most libraries. 
We have an excellent collection of non-fiction books— 


Philosophy, Religion, Sociology, Philology, Natural Science, 
Useful, Arts. Fine Arts, daterabanes History and Biography 


are all represented. 


Our library is still under the supervision and management 


of Miss Elsie Gaskin, whose interest and efficiency is recog- 

nized not only by the trustees, but by all who are acquainted 
with her work. She has a valued assistant in Miss Florence 
M. Thurston who renders such aid as is required on Saturdays 
‘and occasionally at other times. Tle work increases with 


the enlarged circulation, the purchase of new books, and the 


the repairing of those longer in use. In the latter, our libra. 
rian has become an adept and well earns no inconsiderable 
part of her salary in that employment greatly prolonging the 
life and use of many volumes. 


The trustees;would acknowledge the gift of books and. 


periodicals from friends of the library and also the kindness 
of the local newspapers in gratuitously peoples notices and 
lists of books. 

Donations of good books and periodicals will ‘be thank- 
fully received and we would suggest that if during the com- 
ing year each card holder would donate one book .or its value 


: 
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jn money, the number on our shelves would be nearly doubled, 
and if this were to be repeated fora few years, with liberal — 
appropriations from the town, we should soon have a library _ 
that would compare favorably in size with those of other 
places of like population. |

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To THE TRUSTEES OF DERRY PUBLIC LIBRARY: 


The third annual report is hereby presented:—The li- 
brary has been open Monday, Wednesday and Saturday af- 
ternoons from 3 to 5, and every evening from 6 to 9, and on 
Saturdays to 9:30, with the exception of Sundays and holi- 
days. The reading room has been open every day from 2 to 
5 and from 6 to 9 and on Saturdays to 9:30, except holidays, 
and on Sundays from 3 to5 o'clock during February. to 
June and October to February. . 

During the last year the circulation has made the large 
gain of 1926 or an increase of 12 per cent. This is gratify- 
ing as it shows that the library is keeping abreast of the 
needs of the community and that reading has become the 
constant practice of many who without the library would not 
have the privilege of using books. 

-The most useful addition this year is the card catalogue 
which was begun nearly two years ago. ‘The cards, number- 
ing about 5000, have been placed ina convenient cabinet 
_and are being used:to advantage by many patrons as well as 
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by your librarian. These make a reliable reference list which 
the library did not have previously. ; | 

A set, comprising 21 volumes of New International En- — 
cyclopedia, has also been placed among the reference books. 
This is considered by many to be the best and is the latest 
encyclopedia published. In it will be found articles pertain- 
ing to the latest research in all branches of learning. and by 
well known authors whose authority is the best. 

New book cases accommodating about 450 books have 
been added and are already nearly filled, necessitating more 
shelf room in the near future. 

The inventory was taken this year, as last, without call. 
ing in the books. Only one book, “White Fang,” by Jack Lon- 
don, cannot be accounted for. This is only the second book 
lost from the shelves in the history of the library. Two” 
books, however, have been lost through circulation. 

To the trustees and the assistant librarian I wish to ex- — 
tend my personal thanks, for their many kindnesses and

REPORT: OF BOARD. OF EDUCATION, 


In compliance with the law we respectfully submit the 
following report with a financial statement for the year end- 


ing Feb. 15, 1908. Expenditures will be found as far as 


possible under classified headings. 

The mild winter weather has resulted in good attend: 
ance in the schools, and much less fuel has been consumed 
than usual thus far. 

The repairs have been unusually light although condi. 


tions at District No. 9 required an outlay of some over three 


hundred dollars. 

The East Side school building needs painting badly. Its 
present appearance is hardly in keeping with its surround- 
ings. [he new rooms are now all occupied. Some desira 
ble changes have been made in the basement improving the 
Sanitary conditions and making the possibilities of a fire 
more remote. 5: 

At the West Side building the attendance is approach- 
ing a congested condition, it being necessary at times to 
use thehallway for a recitation room. We are very sure 
something will have to be done here very soon to make 
more room. We believe the originator-or architect of this 
building had a very poor idea of what was needed at the 
time of its erection. . 

Co-operation of parents and teachers insures good pro- 
gress for the pupils. ‘hat a very small per cent of the par- 


ro 


ents ever see the inside of our school'rooms is very much to 
be regretted, your occasional visit would mean very much. 
If you do your duty you can not do otherwise. 

We are unanimous in the opinion that supervision thus 
far has been entirely successful. That we shall not be able 
to retain it under its present very prosperous conditions is 
probable. That Herbert L. Grinnell our present Superin- 
tendent may leave us is something we fear. We know he 
has better opportunities offered him, should he accept we 
meet with a loss. | 

Two thousand dollars is the present indebtedness of the 
district, eight hundred dollars of this is due to be raised this 
year.

SUPERINTENDENT SsREPORT. 


To THE SCHOOL BoaRD: 
-[ herewith submit to you my third annual report on the 
condition of the schools of Derry. 
The work done in our schools has been a continuation 


of our past efforts. Our teachers have worked hard and 


conscientiously. Our pupils have been as well supplied with 
textbooks as our financial condition would warrant. 
You will see by the following table of attendance for the 


past fall term that there has been a very slight increase in 


the number of pupils this year, due to the business situation, 
However, our graded schools are crowded and. with the re- 
turn of better business conditions and the consequent in- 


crease in the school attendance, the ‘District will again be 
_ confronted with the proposition of providing more school 


room. JThe.greater increase is on the West. Side and in all 
probability it is only a matter of a year or two when it will 
be nesessary to provide more room there. At the present 
time we could use an additional room to advantage. The 
attendance at the Oak street school in the fourth and fifth 
grade rooms is very large. If this increase keeps on, as it 


now seems that it will, three more rooms will be needed. 


This would mean six rooms across the track. More than six 
rooms in one building is in my opinion poor economy. 

The attendance of the children this year has been better 
than for the past two years and the demand for a truant off- 
cer has not been great. But in case of necessity we have in 
Mr. Tabor a very efficient man. : 
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Our percent of attendance for the term ending Dec. 20, 
1907, was very nearly 91 per cent, two per cent“higher than 
the average for the county for the year.ending July 15, 1906. 


There were 532 instances of tardiness, however. I am 


at a loss to explain why there were somany. I feel that the 
blame is partly on the children, partly on the parents and 
partly on the schools in not demanding prompt attendance. 


The superintendents and foremen in the local shops have ~ 


taken a very commendable attitude in regard to employing 
children under age and have shown no disposition to evade 
the law, which fact has made it easier to keep the children 
in school. : cre th 
The school buildings are all in fair repair. The build-_ 
ing in District No. 3 has been temporarily repaired this past 
year and put into use. 

Most of the buildings are provided with a flag and flag-» 


pole. Those that are,not will be fully equipped in a short 


time. ) 
There are employed in the Town District at present 23 
teachers. ‘There have been very few changes from last year. 


As time goes on there is a constantly increasing demand for 


trained teachers. Necessarily when the standard for teach- 


ers is raised, the salaries should be increased also. 


During the past few years we have lost a number of 


teachers on account of low remuneration. In order to rem- 
edy this situation somewhat, the salaries of nearly all the 
teachers in town have been raised. Weare now. paying a 
fair rate of compensation. In the graded schools normal grad- 
uates or teachers of successful experience receive $324.00 the 
first year, $360.00 the second year and $400.00 the third. ‘There 


is one additional grade for an eighth grade teacher, making © 
the maximum for that grade $440.00. The majority of the : 


—_ 
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teachers in the district schools are receiving $324.00, while 
eight of the teachers in the grades are receiving $400.00 
This is an increase of about $40.00 a year. With the excep- 
tion of our principal at the Oak street school, no teacher is 
getting over $400.00. It seems impossible that there could 
be any further increase in pay fora year or two. I think 
that the town is very fortunate in having a very able corps 
of teachers. | ; 

For the three years that Derry has had supervision it 
has been my desire to see the children of this town have a 
chance to get a good high school education. When our 
schools have reached the stage where we can be reasonably 
sure that at at least 80 per cent will pass into the academy 
then they will be where they ought to be. For the past four 
years results have been constantly improving so that now if 
a child is unable to pass the examination it is apt to be from 
some outside cause, such as unwillingness to do home work, 
poor attendance or perhaps attractions outside of school. 

In closing this report I wish to thank the Board mem- 
bers by whom I have been employed for their constant kind- 
ness and courtesy. I wish also to thank the parents for as- 
sisting in making the three years that ] have been superin- 
tendent of the schools of Derry ones that I shall always hold 
as a pleasant memory.

To THE SCHOOL BOARD: 
I am submitting to you my third annual report on the 
conditions of your schgol. 


As you can see by the attendance record given welds | 


there has been a falling off in the number of pupils in attend- 


ance this year. ‘This has been almost wholly in the primary — 


room, while in the other room it was quite crowded at one 
time in the fall. Forty-two children, such as Miss Whippl 
had at one time, are too many for one teacher to handle sue- 
cessfully. In order to somewhat relieve this condition the 
fifth grade recite in the primary room in geography and 
reading. The children are making good progress but it is a 
hard task for a teacher to do the work of four grades and at 
the same time fit one of them for the academy. 

We are paying good salaries and we are daily seeing the 
advantage of this. In the grammar room we are paying 
twelve dollars per week; in the other room nine. 

The building is now’in very good repair and beyond a 
few minor repairs it will be unnecessary to do very much to 


it this year. I do think that the floors should be oiled to 


prevent the children from breathing so much dust, end pos- 


sibly it may be necessary to give the outside woodwork one ~ 


coat of paint. “ 

In closing this report I wish to thank the School Board 
and the people of the District for their support and help to 
me during the past three years.
